garages and put displays. Most 
have full ranges display materials, 
and standard display designs for 
supply dealers. 

With this keen backing from the 
manufacturer, the dealer has every 
opportunity increasing tyre sales 
“through the window.” So, when 
John Miles, the Star Service Gar- 
ages, High Street, Carville, thinks 
about tyre window displays, his first 
step should communicate with 
the advertising departments the 
firms whose products proposes 
display. Co-operation will forth- 
coming, and expert advice given 
full measure. 


Obvious and outstanding 

Every good window display has 
theme—and suggest that 
two themes are obvious and outstand- 
ing:—1, Safety; Longer mileage. 

Let think about the safety theme 
first. The motorist whom wish 
appeal may careless sort 
fellow where his own safety con- 
cerned. BUT what about the 
week-ends, when takes the family 
for trip?

—and later bicycle maker. 

But soon was clear that there was 
future motoring, and Mr. Billingham 
lost time getting stocks parts, 
and providing repair service for the 
early car owners. 

The Ford agency came 1910, which 
puts the firm Billingham, Ltd., among 
the earliest Ford dealers the country. 

But this time became obvious that 
larger premises would needed, step 
that eventually was taken 1913, Snow 
Hill. The new premises were turned over

Employee killed, but Factory Inspector was not 
told: £29 fines imposed 


Guilty three counts 

OLLOWING fatal accident inquiry 
into the death employee who was 

electrocuted their premises, fines 
totalling £29 were imposed Inverness 
Sheriff Court recently MacHardy and 
Mackay, car body repairers, Madras 
Inverness. 

The complaint, which was the instance 
Mr. Lambert, Inspector Factories, 
stated that September 29th, 1950, the 
accused failed earth sufficiently the 
metal work handled Gregor 
MacBeth Anderson, Inverness, while 
was standing the conducting floor 
the factory, whereby the sander was elec- 
trically charged and Anderson received 
fatal shock. 

Second charge stated that the firm failed 
send the Inspector the District 
written notice accompanied the par- 
ticulars the accident which oc- 
curred the factory. 

third count against the accused 
charged them with that from August 14th 
they used the premises Madras Street 
factory within the meaning the Fac- 
tories Act, and they did fail, before 
using the premises, serve before 
July 13th (one month before use), the 
Inspector the District, notice contain- 
ing particulars required Section 113 
the Act.

Giving judgment, Lord Justice Denning 
said that the past the courts had been 
prone allow the law evaded 
devices draftsmen, paying 
more attention the letter the docu- 
ments than the true nature the trane- 
actions.

Meanwhile, Mr. Polsky paid £150 the 
company, and offered pay the balance 
£300, but the company refused accept 
it. They wanted the car, valued £895. 

“If finance companies want stop hire 
purchasers reselling cars,” said Lord Justice 
Denning, “the easier way get the 
log book transferred into their own name.”

having any class dealer coming between 
the service dealer class and the manu- 
facturer 
Service dealers the M.A.A. should try 
get their tyres direct from the manufac- 
turer, but any the latter, policy, 
showed preference for the tyre shops and 
asked dealers get their supplies from 
there, then dealers should not push that 
manufacturer’s tyres. 


ACCENT SERVICE

the M.A.A. concentrate their tyre 
business service dealers their own 
trade. had quarrel with the tyre 
shops, but did not think desirable that 
any other agency between service dealers 
and the manufacturer should built up.
